Extract of a Letter fromthe Honourable Wirtram Winp- 
HaM to Lord Grenvitte, dated Florence, July 15, 1799- 


DEPUTIES from all the principal towns and from 
the armies have been fent to Vienna to entreat his Roy- 
al Highnefs to return to Tufcany, or at:leaft to fend a 
regent to act with full powers in his name; I profit of 
the occafion of a deputation from Arezzo going this 
day to Vienna to fend this to your Lordthip. 

The Aretin army has really performed wonders ; in 
every a¢tion it has beat the French, killing numbers of 
them, making many prifoners, and driving the enemy 
from their {trong pofts. The army confifts of about 
40,000 Tufcans, chiefly Mountaineers, who encounter 
every danger, and march forward with the firm deter- 
mination to conquer or die, Ke 

I can venture to aflure your Lordfhip that in a few 
days the French will be entirely expelled from Tufcany 
—and this country will be happy in the re-poffeflion of 
of its'beloved’ Sovereign, the re-eltablifhment of its 
laws, and the return of induftry and commerce. 


Extract of a Letter from Mr Wiynuam, dated Florence, 
July 18, 1799 

THE departure of a depuration’ of the Senate of 
this city for Viennd this evening, does not allow me 
time to write fo fully as I could defire. 

The victories of the Tufcan army, which by degrees 
was grown formidable, has enabled them to take a po- 
fition within a few miles of Leghorn; in the mean time 
the Autftrians likewife increafed their forces in the Mo- 
denefe, and threatened a confiderable inyafion of Tuf- 
cany. 


General Moreau’s army having been again complete- 


ly beaten in the Riviera of Genoa, an exprefs arrived 
on the 15th inftant to the French General commanding 
the forces at Leghorn, to withdraw all the French 
troops from Tufcany, and to march immediately to- 
wards Sarzana in confequence of which he entered 
into a capitulation with the Tufcan General Lavilette ; 
a copy of which Ihave the honour to inclofe for your 
Lordthip. 

I make no doubt but in the prefent fituation of French 
diftrefs a capitulation more honourable and more advan- 
tageous might have been made; but, however, it is a 
great confolation to know that all Tufcany is complete- 
ly evacuated by the French without bloodfhed or any 
inconvenience. 

This night a column of Auftrians and Aretins, u- 
nited, marched towards Lucca to diflodge the French, 
who are in fmall numbers in that country, and who, 
- appears, are difpofed. to evacuate it without oppo- 
ition. 

In Tufcany there is no further caufe of fear of the 
French, who are in every part of Italy too weak to be 
able to return ; befides the people armed in mafs already 
accuftomed to the ufe of arms, and provided with plen- 
ty of artillery and ammunition, are determined to fup- 
port their religion and Sovereign again{t any force that 
could be fent again{ft them. 

Thave fent off an exprefs to Lord Nelfon at Naples 
with this intelligence. The prefence of a {quadron off 
this coaft and that of Genoa, would prevent the French 
from carrying off immenfe treafures robbed from the 
various ftates of Italy. 


Head-Quarters, Leghorn, the 28th Mes- 
sifen, (Messidor,) 7th Year of the French 
- Republic. ; 

Dargoubet, General of Brigade, Commandant of Leghorn, 
Pisa, and Lucca, proposes to General De Lavilette, Governor 
of Leghorn, and to the Chamber of Commerce, to evacuate 
that city, on the following conditions : : 

Art. I, The Chamber of Commerce and General De Lavi- 
lette shall promise suecour and protection to all the French 
sick, and to those who shall remain in the hospitals of the ci 
ty of Leghorn. After their recovery they shall be conducted 
tothe Frencharmy.. 

Art. II. General De Lavilette and the Chamber of Com- 
merce shal} bind therhsél¥es moreover to receive the garrison 
of Porto Ferrajo; and the day after their arrival t6 permit 
them to evacuate the town, and to afford them security and 
protection till they join the French army. 

Art. III. They shall morcover cause the trading companies 
to afford a just indemnity and compensation tothe several in- 
dividuals, who have been ruined by the requisitions of lead 
and saltpetre furnished to the French army; to which purpose 
all the magazines belonging to the French at Leghorn, and 
all other effects belonging to them in right of conquest, shall 
be applied. 

General De Lavilette, the Auditor Alliata, conjointly with 
the Deputies of the Chamber of Commerce, have’ subscribed 
the articles af the above mentioned treaty, and will guarantee 
the execution of it to the French General Dargoubet, Com- 
mandant of Leghorn, Pisa, and Lucca, in faith of which 
they have hereunto set their hands.

I HAVE the honour of inclofing to your Lordhip 


two Extraordinary Gazettes of this place, the one pu- j 
blithed yelterduy evening with the important intelligence 
of the furrender of the citadel of Aleffandria on the 2iit 
patt, and the other publifhed this afternoon with the ar- 
ticles of capitulation of that fortrefs. 
The batteries agtin{t Mantua were finiflfed on the 
23d; and on the following day a molt formidable and 
tremendous fire was opened upon that place from 111 
pieces of arnillery. . 
M. Fiorella, late Commandant of the citadel of Tu- 
rin, having endeavoured to inculcate into the minds ef 
the inhabitants of a fmall place near to Verona, where 
he refided on his parole, his own {cditious principles, has 
been fent to the Caltle of Ruffitein ; and it has been 
notified to fome of the principal Cifalpine prifoners for 
the information vf the French Direétory, that if any 
cruelty be exercifed on any of the French emigrants in 
the fervice of this Country, made prifoners by the French, 
fevere reprifals will be made on them (the Cifalpines) 
and fuch other prifoners as are not natives of France. 
It is with great pleafure that I mention that the re- 
port of M. de Chaftelet’s death, which was confidently 
reported, is not true.

VIENNA—JULY 30. 

General Melas has fent, from the head-quarters at 
Aleffandria, the agreeable news of the furrender of that 
citadel. An approach was made from the fecond pa- 
rallel againft the glacis on the night between the 19th 
and zoth, and by this means thirty paces were gained 
from the glacis towards the covered way. 

As the batteries of the fecond parallel were now finith- 
ed and the artillery placed in them, the firing was re- 
commenced with the utmoft energy. 

The enemy then abandoned the covered way, and re- 
tired within the works, as the affault projeéted againi{t 
the covered way was now no longer neceffary.  Field- 
Marfhal-Lieutenant Bellegarde determined on the fol- 
lowing day to attack the counter-guard, to maintain 
himfelf there, and in the meantime to crown the falient 
angles of the covered way, and to re-eftablifh the ne- 
ceffary communications. 

On the 21{t, this work was completed upon the fa- 
lient angles, and efpecially upon that of the counter- 
guard of the ravelin between the baftions Beato Ama- 
deo and St Carno. A demifappe was alfo pufhed for- 
ward in the centre, to within twenty paces of the angle 
of the baftion Amadeo, and by means of three boyaux 
on the left wing, to within 30 paces of the.pallifades. 
In the mean time our batteries continued firing in the 
two parallels, and the enemy anfwered them brifkly. 

General Gardanne, Commander of the citadel, feeing 
the approaching danger, and probably unwilling to fuf- 
tain an affault, fent, at three in the afternoon of the 2r1ft, 
bis Adjutant-General Lewis, with a [etter to Field- 
Marfhal Lieutenant Bellegarde, to the following effect : 

* That the anfwer which he had given him to his 
firft fummons to furrender was fuch as his duty required 
of him, and fuch as the Field-Marthal-Lieutenant would 
have made had he been in his: fituation; but that now, 
being enabled to liften to the voice of humanity without 
acting again{t his confcience or fear of reproach, he was 
difpofed to enter into negociation for a capitulation, 
upon conditions which Frenchmen could accept, who 
knew how to facrifice every thing for their honour.” 

As the bearer had not full power, he was immediately 
fent back with injunétions to procure inftructions and 
full powers within two hours, and to inform the Com- 
mandant that he fhould be refpon&bl¢ for any lofs oeca- 
fioned by his delay. 

At eight in the evening the firing on both fides ceaf- 
ed; the capitulation was concluded : The garrifon in 
confequence was made prifoners of war; they marched 
out on the 22d, at four in the afternoon, Jaid down their 
arms on the glacis, and were feat by Pavia into the 
Hereditary States. 

General Melas means hereafter to tranfmit the articles 
of capitulation, together with a lift of the effects found 
in the citadel, and an account of our lofs during this ob 
ftinate fiege. bode 

By an unfortunate accident General Chaftelet was 
feverely wounded by a ball in quitting the trenches. 

Field-Marthal Lieutenant’ Kray writes under date of 
the 22d, that eleven batteries had been con(tructed be- 
fore Mantua, and that the artillery would be placed in 
them the following night in order to batter the body of 
the fortrefs. : 

JULY 31. 

General Melas has difpached Baron Erte! with fix 
pair of colours, taken from the garrifon of Aleffandria, 
and with the following articles of capitulation : 
CAPITULATION of the citadel of Alessandria, between Field- 

Marshal Count de Bellegarde, in the service of his Majesty 

the Emperor and King, and the French General Gardanne, 

Commander of the citadel. 

Art. L. The garrison of the citadel of Allessandria shall 
march out of the gate of Asti with all military honours, drums 
beating, colours flying, and matches lighted, carrying with 
them two four-pounders, with the necessary carts, horses, am- 
munition, and artillery. The garrison shall take post upon 
the glacis, from the gate of Asti to the gate of dementia: 
without laying down their arms. They shall return to France, 
but not to serve against the armies of his Majesty the Emperor 
and of his allies until their exchange, which is to take place 
before any other, and with a preference of Austrian and Rus- 
sian prisoners of war, except such persons as are distinguished 
in the second article as not in the number of prisoners of war. 
Answer.—The garrison shall march out wih all military ho- 
nours, drums beating, colours flying, matches lighted, and two 
guns, through the gate of Asti; but upon the glacis they are to 
lay down their arms, and surrender as prisoners. of war, to be 
sent to the dominions of his Majesty the Emperor. 

Jl. ‘The followimg persons shall not be considered as priso- 
ners of war :—the General of Brigade Gardanne, Commander 
of the division of Tonaro, General-Adjutant Lewis, the other 
Adjutants, the officers belonging to the staff, together with 
300 military persons whom General Gardanne is to select from 
the garrisou—Answer.—The Commander, the Adjutant-Ge- 
neral Lewis, the other Adjutants, and the whole general staff, 
must share the fate of the garrison. 

Ill. ‘The officers shall keep their arms, horses, military equi- 
page, and in general all their property; the men shall keep 
their knapsacks, and the other officers and persons followin 
the army, their horses, and other- effects, Care shall be taken 
that the officers recovering from illness, and the other military 
persons that have no horses, shall be provided with them from 
one stage to another. he garrison of the Piedmentese, Ci- 
salpincs, and-Swissy making a part of the French army, shall 
enjoy. the advantages of his article equally with the French: 
troops=—Answer==The officers of higher ranks, as General 
Gardanne, General-Adjutant Lewis, the Chiefs of artillery and 
of the other corps, shall keep their arms; the oificers in general 
will retain their horses and military accoutrements, the men 
their knapsacks, and officers and other persons their horses and 
effects. Care shall be taken to supply them with horses upon 
their march. ‘The Piedmontese, Cisalpines, and Swiss, are 
prisoners of war equally with the French.

foath and fouth-weft by the Drooge Raan, and on the 
north-eaft by the Oifter Raflen apd Norde Raffen ; 
the courfe of the channel ‘is Jaid down by numerous 
buoyes in three fathoms and a half of water. 

The ufual place of anchorage is about 15-miles from 
Welt Cappel, the moft weftern town on the ifland, and 
bears from the Downs, from which it is diftant about 
t05 leagues, N. E. and S. E. ‘The late gale having 
been from the S. S. W: the fect, thould they have 
Continued there, mult have rode in perfect fafety.

The 
fufpicions exprefled in the French papers, of the defigns 
of the King of Praflia, with-refpeét to ‘Holland, leads 
us to fuppofe that fuch an event was not unexpected at 
Paris; byt the filence of thofe papers refpedting it in- 
duces us to confider it as premature. 

Lord Robert Fitzgerald, the Britith Minifter at Co- 
penhagen, has obtained leave of abfence for fix months. 
The Ruffian Minifter has alfo quitted chat capital. 
Thefe circumftances have given birth to much rumour 
and fpeculation ; among{t others it has been afferted, 
that the Court of Denmark is menaced with hoflilities 
by the coalefced powers upon the one hand, in confe- 
quence of its partiality to France; and by France on 
the other, in cafe of its permitting the Rullian arma- 
ment to pafs through the Sound. 

Whilst the Austro-Russian arms are prospering on the theatre 
of war, the influence of our Court, and that of Petershurgh, 
in the Cabinets of other Courts, appears to be effecting the 
most important events.

‘The King of Sweden has now declared his patti- 
cular dispositions as Duke of Pomerania, and his: conduct in 
this point augurs very favourably of his approaching determi- 
nation as King of Sweden. :
